1. Short title, extent and commenceraent. — (1) This oidei rnny be caljo') 
■le Vindhya I’l'adehli ( tdiiiiiUHli.ilioii) Oidci, 19.70 

(2) It oxtejidb to tlio whole oi Vindhya I’uideeh. 

(B) It shall eomo into loi'co on the 1st day of Iniiu.uy 1950 

2. Definition.- — ^In thm Grder, “Vindhya LhaJeiih ” means the whole of the 
ea which, immediat*'ly before the eominouctiiienl oi thui, order, is compriisod 

hill the United State oi Viudhya Piadesh. 

3. Appointment ol Ohiel Commissioner. — ^Thero shall be a Chief Conimis- 
ner appointed by the Goutrul (luvenimcut at the head ot tlie adininistiation 
Vindhya Pradesh. 

4. Appointment of fimctloiuirlos, — (Ij Subject to the control of the Central 

vornnient, the Chief Coimiiissioiiei may appoint such , Judges, Magistrates, 
other Officer^ as may be necessary hir tlie adiu nic (ration of Vdndhyn 
edesh and may, by general or special order, determiiie their jurisdiction, 
fers, duties and functions. 

(2) Without prejudice to the provisions of sub-paragraph 1, all Judges 
'igistrates and other officers who irumediately before the commencement of 
's Order, were exotedsing lavclul functions m Vindhya Pindeali or any part 
?reof, shall until othei provision is made by the Chief Commissioner, continue 
exercise their respective fund ions m the same manner and to same extent 
they were doing before the commoncement of this Order. 
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B. Existing XiAWS to continue.— AU laws in force in Vindhya Pradesh or any 
part thereof immediately befoie the commencement of this Order shall 
continue in force until repealed or amended by a competent legislature or 
authority; 

Provided that all poweie exercisabh under the said laws by His Highness 
the Bb] Pramuhh or the Qoveruinent of the State shall be exercisable by the 
Chief Commissioner. 

6. Oontlnuance of existing taxes — All taxes, duties, cesses or fees wbiob- 
immediately before the commencement of the Order, vv^crc being lawfully levied 
in Vindliya Pradesh or any part thereof shall continue to be levied and applied 
to the same piirjioHes, until other provision is made by a competent legislature 
01 authority.
